THOUGHT HIS FLESH MELTED. 
J. 8. AMES TERRIBLY SHOCKED.

TACOMA, April 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) J. 8. Ames, chief engineer of 
the Tacoma Railway and Power Com- 
pany, is believed to be the only living 
ever had 2200 volts of elec- 
tricRy pass through hie body.

February 20, while adjusting a cur- 
rent in the power-house, Ames 80 
placed his right hand that it formed a 
connection between the rheostat and 
ammeter on the switchboard. Un- 
known to him, the Wires were grounded, 
and the current, which registered 
2200 volts, passed through his body. 
It required almost a superhuman ef- 
fort to wrench his hand away, and he 
fell fainting. 

He went about his work as usual, 
but was taken sick a week later, blood 
poisoning being caused by the burning 
out of the tissues. by the electric cur- 
rent. Ames’s skin has gradually as- 
sumed the color of dark copper. He 
has been kept alive while fighting death 
from blood poisoning by brandy and 
strychnine. The first finger and bones 
of his right hand were cut away to 
eave his life. 

Ames describes his feelings while the 
current was passing through him, say- 
ing that every bone seemed red hot. 
He thought his flesh was meiting and 
dripping away from his bones. Ames 
formerly lived in San Francisco, having 
been in the Southern Pacific service 
fourteen years and later with the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company.

Morgan Reynolds, Newsome and 
Isaac Porter went away, and while 
they were gone, the officers, ten in 
number, opened fire on Creed Porter 
and John Reynolds. The desperadoes 
replied with rifles and revolvers, and 
more than 300 shots were. exchanged 
John Reynolds received a serious, if 
not fatal, wound in the left shoulder, 
and retreated, leaving Porter alone. 
The latter’s ammunition soon gave out 
and he, too, fled. 

Of the posse, Willie Wright, aged 18. 
was killed by a steel bullet, which 
passed through his abdomen, and Isaac 
Millard, aged 21, was shot through the 
heart. A third man, Ned Osborne, 
was struck in the right leg and se- 
verely hurt.

Silas Jones of Whitley county, who 
came with the mountain men January 
25, said he stayed in the Governor's of- 
fice most of the time while here He 
repeated his statement, made in for- 
mer trials, that Gov.

LARGE LOSS 
OF JEWELRY. 


Thieves Loot a Flower- 
street Home. 


Cleverly Ldid Plot That 
Panned Out. 


A Man With Many Valuables 
Arrested—New Servant 


Left Quickly. 


One of the boldest and most care- 
fully-planned burglaries brought to the 
attention of the police in many months, 
if not years, and one in which the 
method was most unusual and unique, 
was committed yesterday afternoon. 
The victim is Moritz Meyberg, presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles Gas and Elec- 
tric Fixture Manufacturing Company. 
The Meyberg home, No. 1133 South 
Flower street, was looted, and prac- 
tically all the jewelry in the house was 
stolen. The loss is variously estimated 
at between $750 and $1000, the exact 
value of the. stolen jewelry not being 
known. Mrs. Meyberg, to whom most 
of it belopged, is unable to give a com- 
plete inventory of what was stolen. 

There appears to have been a clev- 
erly-laid plot, in which the principal 
actors, if not the only ones, were a 
man and a woman, beth strangers in 
the city. The man is in jail. On his 
person Was found a large quantity of 
valuable jewelry of almost every de- 
scription, but none that was stolen 
from the Meyberg residence. The o- 
cers have not been able to identify any 
of the articles found in the possession 
of the prisoner, but they expect to do 
So today. The value is easily $5600. 

About a week ago it became neces- 
sary for Mrs. Meyberg to dispense with 
the services of a female servant who 
had been in the employ of the family 
for some time, and she advertised for 
another, but without success. She also 
visited the various employment 
agencies in search of a woman able 
to perform the duties required. In her 
home the female servants are treated 
much as members of the family, and 
have access to all the rooms in the 
house. The wages are also higher 
than those usually paid for such serv- 
ce, and Mrs. Meyberg therefore de- 
sired a much better servant than the 
average. 

Thursday about noon a woman and 
a man called at the Meyberg house. 
The man stated that the woman had 
been sent there by the employment 
agency, and that she had had much 
experience in such work and desired 
the situation. 

The woman was rather comely, 
neatly dressed, and the only objection 
to her was the fact that she spoke 
English with difficulty. She could 
converse fluently in Spanish and 
Italian, and also spoke some German. 
Her appearance was in her favor, and 
she was engaged on trial. She soon 
showed that she was not new at the 
work required, and the manner in 
which she performed her duties were 
entirely satisfactory. She was given 
access to All the rooms, and was soon 
famitiar with the house. There was 
nothing in her actions to excite sus- 
icion, and the affairs at the Meyberg 

resumed the even tenor of their 
way. Mrs. Meyberg had, however, 
taken particular notice of the man who 
had accompanied the woman, though 
why she had done so she cannot say, 
for she saw him no more, and gave 
bim no thought until she was made 
the victim of the conspiracy which the 
two had evidently planned. 

Yesterday Mrs. Meyberg spent al- 
most the entire afternoon on the front 
porch, and it was not until 5 o'clock 
that she entered the house to ascer- 
tain what preparations had been made 
for dinner. She inquired for the new 
servant but could not find her. Enter- 
ing her own room Mrs. Meyberg was 
omazed to see nearly all the contents 
of the dresser and closet piled on 
the floor. Clothing was scattered 
about the room and the whole was in 
greatest confusion. In another room 
she discovered much the same condi- 
tion of affairs. 

Upon the arrival of officers, it was 
found that almost all the jewelry in 
the house was missing. Missing also 
was the new servant. No one bad 
seen her leave, and it could not be 
learned how long she had been gone. 


To the officers it was apparent that 


the woman had stolen the jewelry, and 
then Mrs. Meyberg told them of the 
man who had appeared with her. 
She gave a perfect description of 
him, as well as of her servant. 

Every detective in the police de- 
partment was at once notified, and 
nearly all were put to work on the 
case. Their work was promot, and, as 
subsequent developments showed, of 
character seldom excelled. The 
theory upon which the officers worked 
was that the woman would meet the 
man and give him the booty, so that 
if she were captured the jewelry 
would not be found in her ssion. 
They therefore went in search of the 


man. 

At the Buena Vista lodging-house 
Detective Hawley saw a man who 
answered the description. The man 
went uprtairs, and appeared a few 
minutes later carrying a roll ot 
blankets. He paid his bin and left. 
The stranger led the officer a long 
chase, up and down the streets. He 
finally reached the Senta Fe railroad 
tracks and started in the direction of 
Pasadena. To follow a man without 
his knowledge on a railroad is no 
easy matter, and the officer was com- 
pelled to dodge from place to place, 
but he kept his man in sight. He 
wag evidently intending to leave the 
ety. and as night was coming on 
Hawley decided to arrest him. 

The fellow fought like a tiger. and 
made a motion as if to draw a weapon, 
He made it do hot for Hawley that 
it was impossible for the latter to use 
his pistol although he tried to get at 
it several times. Aseistance arrived 
just in the nick of time. A Swede 
employed on the railroad happened 
along and he and the officer soon had 
the thief subdued and handcuffed. 

When searched at the Police Sta- 
Non a large quantity, of jewelry was 
found on the prisoner. There were 
rings. pins, brooches, cameo sets, gold 
chains, unset gems, diamonds, § gold 
buckles and other articles. A roll of 
Guatemalan currency. all of the $1 
denomination. was also found, as 
well as d sum of money, some of it 
foreign gold.

1. should be remembered that a bu- 
reau of labor cannot solve industrial or 
social problems, nor can it bring direct 
returns in a material way to the cit- 
izens of the country, but its work must 
be classed among educational efforts, 
and by judicious investigations and the 
fearless publication thereof it may and 
should enable the peoole to *ompre- 
hend more clearly and more fully many 
of the problems which now vex them. 
After three and a half years of suc- 
cessful operation an act was passed 
(approved June 13, 1888) providing for 
a department of labor, the consequence 
of which was practically to perpetuate 
the work of the Bureau of Labor in the 
Department of the Interior, but the 
name of the office was changed, and it 
was made independent of any of the 
great departments. ead of the 
department was still designated the 
Commissioner of Labor, and by the act 
he became officially responsible to the 
President and to the Congress, and not 
to a secretary in the Cabinet. 
WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
LABOR. 


The work of the Commissioner of 
Labor, whether at the head of the bu- 
reau or of the department, has been 
continuous and consecutive, his reports 
being numbered without reference to 
the form of the organization, the first 
three emanating from the Bureau of La- 
bor, and the others from the depart- 
ment. In all there have been fifteen an- 
nual and nine special reports published, 
with the following designations:

March 2, 1895, the commissioner is au- 
thorised to publish a bulletin relating 
to the condition of labor in this and 
other countries, with condensations of 

State and foreign labor reports, facts 
— to conditions of employment, and 
uch other facts as may be deemed of 
| value to the industrial interests of the 

country. By the act of July 1. 1898, 
the commissioner is authorised to com 
pile and publish annually, as a part of 
the bulletin of the Department of La- 
bor, an abstract of the main features 
of the official statistics of the cities of 
the United States having over 30,000 
population. In accordance with the 
act of March 2, 1896, the first- number 
of the bulletin was published in No- 
vember of that year, and it has been 
issued every other month since, con- 
taining usually from 120 to 150 pages. 
The main portions of the bulletin are 
the results of original investigations; 
the other parts contain condensations 
of State and foreign labor reports, as 
provided by law, the labor laws of the 
different States of the United States as 
they are passed, and the decisions of 
the highest courts in the country in- 
terpreti such labor laws as have 
come before them. 

It will be seen that the acts creating 
the bureau, and afterward the De- 
partment of Labor, are very broad. 
The commissioner can take up any 
question which relates to the material, 
social, intellectual and moral prosper- 
ity of the people. It has been consid- 
ered that the department, in acting 
under this broad authorization, must 
confine itself to the collection and pub- 
lHeation of information; that it is not 
the province of the head of the office to 
make arguments for or against pro- 
posed measures for promoting the ma- 
terial, social, intellectual and moral 
prosperity of the people. In the early 
days of bureaus of labor v 
people considered that the 
offices should take up this, that or the 
other proposed scheme, remedy or al- 
leged panacea as official business, but 
that idea has been laid aside almost 
entirely, the head of the United States 
Department of Labor taking the ground 
that if he took up one side of a ques- 
tion and collected facts or material re- 
lating to it, he was in duty bound to 
take up the other side of the same 
question; that officially he could not

GATHERING STATISTICS OF LA- 
BOR. 


As a rule the department confines 
itself to the statistical method—that is, 
the collection of information on care- 
fully-prepared schedules of inquiry put 
into the hands of experts. This is the 
usual method of collecting information, 
but there are questions which cannot 
be dealt with by the statistical method, 
and yet all the work of the department 
must be the result of original inquiry 
made in some form. bling and 
‘nebulous observations, which would be 
likely to result from an investigation 
carried on by inquiries not properly 
scheduled, are and ought to be avoided, 
The great advantages of the statistical 
method, carried on through the means 
of properly-prepared schedules, have 
been demonstrated by many years of 
practical experience in different States 
and by the department itself. With 
properly-instructed special agents, who 
cam secure exactly the information re- 
quired, and who are on the spot to 
make any explanation to parties from 
whom data are sought, and who can 
and must consult the books of account 
at the establishments under investiga- 
tion, the best and most accurate infor- 
mation can be secured, and in a con- 
dition for tabulation. 

The department does not aim to se- 
cure aggregaaes, except in rare cases 
that is, it cannot count the people; it 
cannot collect the facts of all the man- 
ufacturing establishments in the coun- 
try, nor classify the occupation of all 
the people, nor enumerate the different 
industries, nor ascertain the number of 
persons engaged in the different in- 
dustries, with the aggregate wages 
Pp All such questions belong to the 
Census Office, and the information re- 
sulting from inquiries covering such 
points is collected every ten years. On 
the other hand, the department, as a 
rule, deals with representative facts. 
If it desires to know the rates of 
wages, they can be ascertained from a 
sufficient number of concerns in differ- 
ent industries to establish the facts. 
If it desires to ascertain the cost of 
production, it is not necessary that the 
data should be secured from all the 
establishments in a given industry. 
Such a method would be altogether too 
expensive for the department to under- 
take, but it can secure the Information 

@ sufficient number of firms to 
establish the facts as to the cost of 
production in a particular industry. 
Its investigations, therefore, covering 
indicative information from representa- 
tive establishments, are sufficient to 
satisfy a study of the question involved. 
Sometimes, of course, the department 
is able to cover the question 80 thor- 
oughly as to secure aggregate state- 
ments, as, for instance, in its inves- 
tigations relating to building and loan 
associations, marriage and divorce, con- 
vict labor, strikes and lockouts. 
STATISTICS OF STRIKES AND 

LOCKOUTS. 

One or two illustrations will serve to 
show the methods adopted by the de- 
partment. It has made two compre- 
hensive reports giving the statistics re- 
lating to strikes and lockouts in this 
country. The first was in 1887, and cov- 
ered the data for the six years, begin- 
ning January 1, 1881, and ended Decem- 
ber M. 1886. and the tenth annual re- 


in collecting similar 
data for all strikes and lockouts which 
have occurred since the latter date and 
up to December 31, 1900, and when this 
report is published the department will 
have the data for all strikes and lock- 


outs occurring in the United States 


from January 1, 1881, to December 31, 
1900. In collecting this information, 
which relates to the number of per- 
sons involved in the labor controver- 
sles, the losses to capital and to labor, 
the duration and the results of each 
controversy, all properly tabulated and 
presented by States and industries, the 
department secures the data from each 
side e in each controversy 
through the personal inquiries of an 
expert. An account is kept of the oc- 
currence of all strikes and lockouts, 
and then the localities are visited by 
the expert. He is prepared with sched- 
ules of inquiry, so that the informa- 
tion collected by all the experts shall 
be on a uniform basis. If the parties 
ordering the strike and the employers 
against whom the strike is directed 
agree as to the facts, they are accepted. 
If there is a disagreement, it is the 
business of the expert to ascertain the 
pointe of disagreement and by con- 
tinued inquiry to secure an agreement 
as to the facts. Thus the statements 
reported must be accepted as thor- 
oughly trustworthy, no effort being 
spared to secure accuracy. Sometimes 
the facts are easily obtained, but in 
great and complicated strikes, where a 
large number of establishments is in- 
volved, the difficulty is very greatly in- 
creased. 
GETTING STATISTICS OF DIVORCE. 
Another illustration is that connected 
with the investigations relative to d- 
vorces, especially ordered by Congress. 
An investigation of the kind, In order 
to have any value sociologically, must 
cover a sufficiently long period of 


years to make the comparisons valua- 


ble. So the facts were gathered for 
twenty years. At the time the inves- 
tigation was made there were over 
2700 courte, State and Federal, in the 
United States having jurisdiction of 
divorces. To secure the required data

EDUCATION FOR THE MASSES. 


It is now well understood that 


the 


popular education of the masses in the 
elementary facts of political and eco- 


nomic science is one of the 


greatest 


educational ends of the day, and that 
departments and bureaus of statistics 
of labor are working emphatically in 
the line of facilitating this great work 
by their faithful investigations into all 

should be 


the conditions where facts 


known and into all causes of bad con- 
ditions of whatever nature and by their 
fearless promulgation of the results of 
their investigations. There may have 
been much weak and unsatisfactory 
work by this class of offices, but, hav- 
ing watched their work for a genera- 
tion, the writer feels safe in asserting 
that, with but one or two exceptions, 
there has never been any attempt by 
the head of any of the offices, State or 
Federal, to pervert the facts or to use 
the offices to sustain theories. This is

A CHINESE GENERAL 
FROM LOS ANGELES. 


How Homer Lea at the Age of 
Twenty-five Came to Command 
an Army in China. 


NLY a little over a year ago, 

Homer Lea was reading army 

books and fighting dream battles 
with toothpicks on the lawns of West- 
lake Park. Today he ts a general of 
high rank in the Chinese army. He 
is looked upon as the commanding offi- 
cer of the army of China in the 
southern provinces, if his story be 
veracious. 

After months of hard campaigning 
and of desperate fighting against the 
Boxers, he has returned to his native 
land and is now at the Palace Hotel in 
San Francisco. In a few days he will 
be at home again with his parents 
im this city at No. 918 Bonnie Brae 
street. 


military genius of Gen. Grant was in 
five years. to become an officer of ex- 
alted rank in an army of 400,000 men, 
some of the things he said might have 
been remembered. 

The most interesting thing about 
him was an iron determination. He has 
been in delicate health all his life, but 
used to force himself by sheer will to 
do what other boys did. He used to go 
hunting a great deal and was a good 
shot. He would tramp for miles over 
the hills with husky fellows. He would 
get so tired that he could hardly drag 
one foot after another, but would not 
give up. It was never Lea for whom 
the party would have to stop and rest.

„ good many—was that he always took 


along regular bed clothes on his hunt- 
ing trips, and at night undressed and 


HOMER LEA, CHINESE GENERAL, 


The story of his remarkable career 
seunds like a fairy tale. Were such 
things put into a novel, critics would 
tear it to pieces on the grounds of its 
absurd improbability. It was only in 
the spring of 1896 that Homer Lea 
graduated from the Los Angeles High 
School. At that time he showed no 
symptoms of becoming a Chinese gen- 
eral. 

THAT MYSTIC SOMETHING. 
He was a very peculiar boy in his 
school days. He had a most absorb- 
ing personality and there was about 
him that mystic something that men 
call magnetism because they don't 
know what else to call it. He was one 
of those boys about whom the other 
young fellows would gather after 
lunch was eaten. 

Even as a boy he was a wonderful 
talker. His conversation was differ- 
ent from the ordinary “gift of gab“ 
that boys often have. There was often 
a terrible earnestness about him and 
he swept conviction along with him. 
It is mainly this peculiar power of 
making people believe in him that has 
made him a man of mark at 28. 
Once he showed this subtle power 
effectively in his High-school days. 
Some of the young business men of 
this city will well remember the Star 
and Crescent Society election of the 
fall of 1895. It was the greatest mo- 
ment in High-school politics, which in 
those days used to wage pretty 
flercely. 

Lea was the boy campaign manager 
for one of the candidates and he went 
into it with all his resources and his 
strength. 

His candidate, after several ballots 
had been taken, was beaten. As the 
result was announced, little Lea came 
striding down the aisle with one long 
finger pointed at the boyish president 
then about to announce the results of 
the balloting. 
Ia wanted to move a revote. There 
was no reasor to have a revote. The 
assembly vus obviously against him 
else his candidate would not have been 
defeated. Yet the boy stood there on 
the platform to which he had climbed 
and hurled such a passion of talk out 
over the auditorium that he not only 
won his point, but his candidate was 
elected on the next ballot. 

ALWAYS TALKED STRATEGY. 


He was always a shining light in the 
debating clubs of the school. He was 
president of the largest for a long 
time. 

These debating clubs were built on 
the usual specifications. Like other de- 
bating clubs, they consumed much 
time wrangling back and forth to no 
purpose over matters of which they 
knew nothing. The only point in nen- 
tioning it, is to bring in the fact that 
Homer once had a heated double-bar- 
reled argument over the relative mi- 
itary genius of R. E. and Gen. 
Grant. Lea took the Grant end of the 
controversy. They talked yards of 
oratory back and forth, but as none of 
the four boys who took part in the 
discussion had the slightest idea as to 
the first principles of military strategy, 
his remarks have not become historical,

Every afternoon he used to 
go over to Westlake with a boy of his 
acquaintance and read military aci- 
ence by the hour. While the boy read, 
Homer would lay out troops with 
tooth picks on the grass. 

The other boy did not know exactly 
what it was for. Homer was a head- 
strong young fellow who knew his 
mind and asked nobody for counsel. 

Then he quietly disappeared. His 
people know very little of his depart- 
ure for China. It was probably under 
the direct auspices of the San Fran- 
cisco society that he slipped away to 
the Orient. 
Every once ina while he would 
write a letter to some of his friends 
here describing the fighting that was 
going on. He spoke sometimes of his 
own edvancement, saying simply that 
the Chinese were easy to dominate and 
that the battles in which he had a 
part were easily won from the Boxers. 


HOW HE ROSE.

SCHOOL BOOKS. 
LIBRARY HAS SOME. 

What shall be done with 6000 volumes 
purchased with school money, now in 
the public library? This is the prob- 
lem that now confronts the library 
board. 

A. M. Brown, G. M. Giffen and J. 
H. Foley of the Board of Education 
called on the board during the ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, and asked 
that these books be reserved for the 
sole use of teachers during the school 
year. The books have been put in 
the library from time to time, but 
have been separately stamped, 80 
that it is possible to segregate them. 
They are now subject to general cir- 
culation. Every sort of literature, 
from mathematics to fiction, is cov- 
ered. 

The committee from the Board of 
Fducation asked that either the books 
be issued only to teachers or thad 
they be allowed to withdraw therm 
and start a branch library at the 
High School. Complaints have been 
made by teachers that they cannot 
get the books they want from the 
public ÜUbrary. and the Board of Edv- 
cation imputes this to the fact that 
the books are in general circulation. 

During the distuasion of the ques- 
tion yesterday a number of points 
were brought out that were revela- 
tions to the new library botrd, and 
ft is evident that they believe the 
fault lies largely with the teachers. 
At the time the books were placed in 
the library it was decided, as a con- 
cession to the teachers, to allow them 
to take out twenty books at a ‘ime 
to be kept one month, elther from 
the books purchased with echool 
moneys, or fron? those belonging to 
the brary. As there are about 600 
teachers in the city, it is not hard to 
see why not only reference works, 
but books of fiction are hard to ob- 
tain. If the teachers of the city can 
take 12.000 books from the library and 
keep them out for a month, it is smal! 
wonder that other patrons have to 
wait o gous time to secure the books 
they h to read.

COVINA HIGH-HANDEDNESS. 


Walter Davis of Covina was before

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SALOON MEN 
DISSATISFIED. 


Some Still Hoping for 
Open Sunday. 


Others Regard Further 
Agitation Unwise. 


Some Councilmen Accused of 
Keeping Bad Faith—A

Several members of the Police Com-* 
mission were nosing around saloons 

that have restaurant licenses, yester- 
dya, to see in what manner the restau- | 
rant adjuncts are conducted. The cul- 

inary departments of several of these 

resorts were inspected by the Inquisi- 

tive commissioners in order to satisfy 

themselves as to the ability of the 

saloonists to serve bona fide meals 

when called upon to do so, The object 

was to find out, if possible, which of 

the saloons were using their restau- 

rant licenses merely as a makeshift to 

get around the Sunday-closing ordi- 

nance. Chief Elton, at the direction of 

the commission, has prepared ta re- 

port on this subject, but some of the 

commissioners, it seems, wanted the 

evidence of their own eyes to satisfy 

them. While the inspections were 

purely informal and unofficial, it is ex- 

pected that the knowledge gained will 

be used by the commissioners in de- 

viding what to do with the saloons that 

have been making a practice of violat- 

ing the Sunday-closing law by means 

of the restaurant subterfuge. 

Since the turn-down of the petition 


of the saloon men for the repeal of the 


restaurant-liquor license and the en- 
actment of an ordinance allowing all 
saloons to keep open Sunday after- 
noons, all sorts of rumors have been 
rife as to the next move of the saloon 
men. One persistent report has been 
that the saloon keepers would not rest 
until they brought the question to a 
popular vote as to whether they should 
be allowed to do business on Sunday 
or not, even at the risk of forcing a 
vote on the question of abolishing the 
Saloons altogether. Should the chal- 
lenge be made the anti-saloon forces 
would accept it gladly, as they feel con- 
fident that the saloons would be voted 
out of existence if the question were 
directly submitted. 

Some of the saloon men affect to be- 
lieve that nothing better could happen 
to them than to have the experiment of 
prohibition tried on. They say the town 
would become so dead and devoid of 
business that it would be only a very 
short time until the saloons would be 
allowed to come back, and’ that there- 
after the saloon men could have things 
their own way. Others are not 80 con- 
fident that the scheme would work 
that way. They fear there would be a 
long dry spell if it once got started, 
and that most of the men now living 
off the liquor trade would have slim 
pickings while they were waiting for 
their occupations to be restored. 

A meeting of the Liquor Dealers’ A 
sociation was held yesterday afternoon, 
but the action taken, if any, was care- 
fully kept from the ears of reporters.
